The Usual Report of General News 
and Suicides. 


More Evidence of Chinese Diplomatic Frauds— 
Fall Rains Commenced—<Assault on 
Ncilsun—Strychnine Ends Anoth- 

er Man’s Life. | 


San Francisco, Oct. 24.—Additional 
instances of frauds perpetrated by the 


Chinese Government officials to evade 
the restriction act bave been brought to 


light to-day. The steamer Rio Janeiro, 
which arrived on the 13th, brought sev- 
enty-seven Chinamen, holding ‘‘trad- 
er’s’’ certificates, issued to them by the 
Chinese Government, which, under the 
treaty, entitled them to land in the Uni- 
ted States. In a majority of cases it 
was evident the holders of these certifi- 
cates were nothing but common laborers, 
but the Customs Inspector said they 
were bound to recognize Chinese Gov- 
ernment certificates; so, with the ex- 
ception of five, all came ashore. The 
City of Tokio, which arrived yesterday, 
brings a hundred and eleven more Chi- 
bamen, all holding: similar Chinese 
Government trader certificates. They 
ure questioned as to their occupation 
before being landed, but so long as they 
stick to the assertion tha they are 
traders the ‘authorities have no help for 
it but to let them land. By their an- 
swers lt 1s apparent that they have been 
coached as to what they must reply. In 
the case of two actors to-day they let 
slip something which condemns them. 
Among to-diay’s arrivals are boys 8 years 
of age, holding* student certificates. 
They could not remember the name of 
the college they purposed attending. 
More women, claimed by resident Chi- 
nese as_their ‘‘wives,’’ ure also among 
the arrivals. 
RAIN IN THE NORTH.

Neilson says 
he was knocked down on the street by_ 
two men, with brass knuckles. Who 
they were he does not know. Warrants 
have been sworn out and given to the 
police to hunt the assaulters up.

Hvuuse Rents—Opinions of a Land- 

To the Editor of the Times—Srm: 
Miss Grundy and I. G.O. may be _ bet- 
ter posted on prices of rents than I am. 
We have a class of people here who are al- 
ways looking for cheaper rents, even when 
houses did not rent for five per cent. on 
the investment. A short time since I ad- 
vertised in the Times a house to rent. 
Inside of forty-eight hours I had twenty- 
tive applicants for my house. My terms 
were S16 per month for six plastered 
rooms, and yard with stable; house one 
block from Main street, horse car track 
and near Pico street. Nearly every one 
of the twenty-five applicants had a house 
already, and reported to me that they 
were better suited where they were. 
My house was nearly new and in good lo- 
cation and good condition, I have two 
houses on the hill ina fine neighborhood, 
four blocks from the postoftice, with seven 
plastered rooms in each. These houses 
are worth $3000 each, and rent fer $25 
permonth. After paying taxes, insur- 
ance and repairs, my net rental is about 
eight per cent. on investment. Has Miss 
Grundy or your correspondent I. G. O., 
any money to loan at any less interest? 
Rents may be tov high in some cases, but, 
to intimate that a house of eleven rogms, 
in the suburbs of our city, would cgSt the 
tenant more than $60, without furniture

Industrial Education in the Public 
schouls. 

lo the Editor of the 
I have lately read several able articles in 
your paper upon the teaching of industries 
in schools. I think as it is not mentioned, 
that, although you may know, you cer- 
tainly cannot realize to what extent the 
foundation of all industrial, technical and 
mechanical education, industrial draw- 
ing, is taught in our public schools. 

As the whys and wherefores, of indus- 
trial drawing do not seem to be generally 
understood, I would like to devote a few 
words to an explanation. When Great 
Britain, by means of a yreat exposition, 
tirst came into competition with France 
in manufactures, she was alarmed, for in 
beauty of design and elegance of finish, 
upon which, in a great measure, depends 
the marketable value of goods, the French 
artisan far excelled the British. England 
was alarmed, for really the existence of 
the nation was at stake, and in order to 
save herself, Great Britain had industrial 
drawing taught in her schools, and hence 
arose also the celebrated School of Design 
at South Kensington. Massachusetts found 
that she also must legislate upon this 


matter, for her most celebrated manufac- 
turers were complaining of the want of 
good native desigus and skilled artisans in 
America, and in L870 she passed the draw- 
ing law, requiring industrial drawing to 
be taught in all public schools, and free 
instruction in industrial drawing, to be 
given to all persons over fifteen years of 
age in cities and towns having more than 
ten thousand inhabitants. In many .of 
the cities and towns of Pennsylvania great 
prominence is given to the teaching of 
industrial drawing in the public schools, 
and readers of the Century will remember 
the paper upon ‘Art in the Public Schools 
of Philadelphia,’ illustrated with draw- 
ings and designs by the pupils. 

The system of drawing used in our 
public schools is especially adapted to in- 
dustrial manufactures, to make skillful 
designers, and todiftuse among the peo- 
ple the kind of art education which is the 
basis of all industries. The pupils of the 
schools have worked in geometrical draw- 
ing, modeland object drawing, problems in 
perspective, tte. They have made designs 
for wall-papers, borders, textile fabrics, oil 
cloths, catpets, tiles, ete.; also designs for 
iron fences, gates, posts, mantels, brack- 
ets, ete.; and some of the vases were ex- 
tremely unique in design and ornamenta- 
tion., This was done the last two years. 
This year the borders designed already 
for various purposés deserve -praise, and 
if a collection of. the designs for all man- 
ner of decorative and industrial mannu- 
factures, designed and drawn by the chil- 
dren of the publie schools in this city, 
could be published, asin the article re- 
rerred to in the ‘Century’ for the Phila- 
delphia schools, Los Angeles would be 
proud of the comparison, for, whetber it 
be climate or schools, the children of this 
city are proving themselves to have a de- 
cided talent for industrial design. Of 
course we are in such matters in our infan- 
ey. but. with the promised steel and iron 
works at Colton, the various manufac- 
turing industries that must arise in this 
part of the State, the boys and girls will 
tind that, by the time they are ready to 
leave school, this industrial education 
will, for the mass of them, be the best 
thing the schools have given, tor they will 
be able to obtain pay for this work of 
their hand and brain. In the New York 
Weekly Herald of Oct. 6th. in an editorial 
upon the labor question, this is said: ‘*An 
elementary course in mechanical drawing

lack of such knowledge, or facilities for 
obtaining it, a million of mechanies are 
each losing hundreds of dollars yearly, 
and must continue todo so while they 
laive.’’ 

As for its general value as an’ influence 
in edecation, [cannot do better than to 
quote from the **Monthly Record of Amer 
ican Art.”” Its immense value is ofa dis- 
ciplinary nature. One of the definitions of 
discipline (sce the dictionary) is, ‘‘devel- 
opment of the faculties by instruction and 
exercise.’ Thatis the true end of all 
education, not merely the cramming of 
the memery. -And in this development-of 


most potent instrument. It cannot be 
prosecuted without bringing into play the 
powers of observation, the exercise of the 
judgment, and the subjugation of the 
hand to the impulse of the brain, and 
there is no possibility whatever for the 
pupil to sham or cram. Any one who has 
ever gone through a lesson in dictation 
drawing will know that. Now at no stage 
of the world’s history has it been more 
necessary to develop the faculties. Not 
only tohave our witsabout us, but to have 
them continually on the alert, that in this 
keen nineteenth century, sooner to merge 
into the still keener «twentieth; hence it 
is that it is found desirable to improve 


broader and more available in the devel- 
opment of those faculties which so far 
have been allowed to lie almost dormant. 
It is this general value that recommends 
the study. as well as the fact that a boy 
or agirl who understands a working draw- 
ing can earn tifty cents more a day than 
one who does not. Undoubtedity many 
practical advantages will accrue to all 
pupils from the study of drawing, but its 
main end, as is the end of all education, 
is the expansion of man’s nature, the 
more harmonious development of his 
being, with all the consequences that are 
involved therein.”

Quick Time by a Kentucky Cotton 
Mill. 

Dr. Seymour, of this city, presented to 
a TIMES reporter, last evening, a sample 
of cotton cloth sent to him a few days ago 
from his old home at Louisville, Ky. The 
peculiarity of this particular cloth iSXthat 
it is from a piece exhibited at the Douis- 
ville International Exposition, made from 
cotton picked from the plant, spun, color- 
ed, cut and made into a suit of clothes for 
the Governor of Arkansas, within fort 
hours, and being a very fair sample of the 
rapid and perfect work done by the great 
southern cotton mills. His Excellency 
received the gift on his arrival at the ex- 
position building.
